New Idea in Medical Practice 


lly KHIOHKU1C J. 1I.VSKIX. 


Washington.—The idea that people with cer- 


tain mental characteristics arc most likely to 
contract certain physical diseases is now being 
advanced. 


Doctors have from time to time noted that per- 


sons suffering from different chronic, diseases are 
apt to ho. depressed or excitable or selfish or un- 
reasonable. 
It has been supposed that the dis- 


ease affected the mind and character ot the 
patient. 
Xot so long ago a P.ritisli specialist wrote: 
I 


believe that tuberculosis lias a distinct and often 
a well-marked Inducnce. on the mentality ot its 
victims." 


Now. the question is raised ns to whether the 


mental traits might not have preceded tho dis- 
ease. We are aslced to consider the proposition 
that a certain personality is more apt to fall a 
prey to cancer and that the person of another. 
dffoTont typo of mind Is more prone to succumb 
to tuberculosis. 


Pioneer research in this line has just been re- 


ported by r>r. A. II. Muhl, a young woman phy- 
sician and psychiatrist. The subjects of the ex- 
periment were SO girls and women suffering from 
tuberculosis, whereas the mental characteristics 
which may go with cancer or diabetes have not 
been recognized or studied to any extent. 
The 


optimism ot tubercular patients, in particular, is 
noted by most observers o t ' t h o disease. 
Even 


when there is no chance of recovery, consump- 
tives often appear cheerful a'td unduly hopeful. 
Doetors have ne'ver fully understood why this 
should bo HO. Dr. Muhl detormined to analyze 
this oi'tlmlsm nnd 
1C possible to find out" what 


might lie back of it.

Tlio Oft subjects of the experiment ranged in 


ago from 
-1 years to 00. 
They were In various 


stages of the disease, and they represented all 
walks of life and all stages of culture. 
Most of 


them T.-crc hospital patients. Five had had ner- 
vous or mental troubles. 
All the rest were nor- 


mal persons. That Is. they always adjusted them- 
selves successfully and satisfactorily to their sur- 
roundings. 
y:y use ot an elaborate outline that covered the 


mental, medical and social history of .each pa- 
tient, the personality of the patient was re- 
vealed. 
Some of the points could be learned by 


asking simple questions. 
Other points were'dis- 


covered only indirectly and nfto.r long acquain- 
tance with the individual. 
In nomc cases It was 


necessary to resort to psychoanalysis in order to 
trace out obscure reasons for mental attitudes. 
Kventnally, the outlines were complete, and it re- 
mained for the doctor to interpret them, and to 
show whether these SO typical patients had any 
significant traits In -common. 


The mind of any human being is extremely com- 


plex and it is Impossible to explain here all ot 
the mental factors which the study of the pa- 
tients revealed. A long list of traits were found 
to be common to all of them. 


Ono of the most striking points shown la that 


the consumptive.patient, from the child of four 
to the elderly woman, is torn to an unusual de- 
grec between ambition and Inertia. 
Ambition 


drives tho individual on to. expend energy In all 
sort.s of ways, whilo inertia makes tho effort of 
doing things seem ut times insurmountable. This 
means a prodigal misuse of energy which Is be- 
lieved to be the cause rather than the result of 
the Individual's breakdown.

It is a well known fact that the majority of, 


people iirn Infected with tuberculosis In early 
childhood but in most cases the body is able to 
throw oft the effects of Infection and the disease 
never becomes active. 
The doctor fits tills fact 


Into her theory by Baying: 


"Many of these patients got their infections In 


early childhood and took care of thorn for years, 
only to break with the disease in adult life—why? 
Because wfion they struck some particular period 
of stress which required still more energy for 
adjustment, the reserve, never so great as in the 
average person, was used up. and they had not 
enough'left to taku care of the physical difficul- 
ties." 
If you accept this energy problem as typical of 


every tubercular patient—and it- was found In 
varying degrees In all ot the S0»casos analyzed— 
you at once come to the question of whether it 
Is going to be necessary to treat the mental con- 
dition of patients suffering from what we think 
ot as purely physical disease. This has not been 
clone to any extent. I&pcrt psychiatrists are far 
from numerous. 
And a tuberculosis hospital of 


say 200 beds would require two or three experts 
to'mako thorough s,tudy ot all cases. 


I'crhaps the specialist of the future will be skill- 


ed not only in the physical but also in the men- 
tal lore ot a particular disease. 
1'sychotherapy 


would be used to advantage In addition to rou- 
tine treatment for tuberculosis to teach tho pa- 
tient how to release certain energy-tying trends 
and how to restrain other energy-expending traits, 
thus obtaining a fund ot reserve energy so much 
needed for the process ot getting well." 


How superficial mental traits may mislead n 


physician who is concerned chiefly with physical 
symptoms Is indicated by the unexpected findings 
in regard to the proverbial optimism ot the tuber- 
cular. 
According to the personality outlines of 


the 30 patients"every one wa» of a temperament 
that is easily elated and easily depressed. 
The 


tubercular patient may be buoyantly cheerful one 
hour and the victim ot the blues tho next. 
But 


she does not ottcn reveal the extent ot depression 
to those about her. About half of the women ot 
the experiment candidly admitted to the doctor 
that they were .often depressed whilo the other 
half denied it. Sora*! who said they were never 
depressed later admitted that they didn't wish to 
say anything about being low spirited because to 
do so didn't seem cfuite like playing the game. .

Concealed pessimism was further revealed in 


other points of the-outline. 
Disappointments or 


annoyances which would seem slight to most peo- 
ple were a cause of deep-rooted resentment or 
worry to these patients. 
- ' 


Xo attempt at psychotherapy was made dur- 


ing the experiment, but many of the patients ben- 
efited from the limited amount ot analysis done 
in order to obtain data for the study. 


The conclusion is that tuberculosis is still very 


much of a mystery, because a physical disease is 
not merely like.- an isolated defect In 'a piece of 
machinery. 
Thero aro three factors, each of 


which Influences the others. 
One is the physical 


condition, which has boon studied so that a great 
deal is known about tho clinical aspect of tu- 
berculosis, the symptoms and possible courses of 
treating them. 
The second factor is the mental 


condition of the patient which is just beginning 
to be regarded as important. It is still n. novel 
Idea that a patient with a physical ailment should 
bo treated by a psychiatrist. Perhaps It should 
bo made plain that there is no Implication that the 
suft'crer from tuberculosis or other chronic dls- 
cses is abnormal mentally.
